Churches, fra¬ 
ternal orders and public institutions 
opened their doors and city official* are 
busy with relief work. Hundreds of 
rltlsens offered their homes and money.

Dahlman last night that he would send 
a special message to the state legisla¬ 
ture asking an appropriation for suffi¬ 
cient funds to care for the sufferers 
throughout the state.
